Tlic fact, that the Chinese know 
vlieii Ihoy have a "good thing" has 
just lecoivctl another Ulustration in 
their reply to United States Minister 
SBWABD,,.>vhich is in eflect that tlicy 
aro" un-vriiling to enlarge their conces- 
sions to Anioricp.n citizens resident in 
•Ohinn. Those residents, it is well- 
known, are permitted to abide only at 
points ndjacont-;to ,the ' coast aai are 
positively forbidden access to the in- 
terior, except by special permits, which 
are not obtained without considerable 
difiiculty and as a rule are only granted 
to tourists. When the Burlingarne 
treaty -was signed the United States 
little thought that the Chinese even- 
tually -would got so much the best of 
the bargain. But time has proved that 
not only has the ' Mongol reaped the 
harvest in the past, but bids fair to do 
so in the futiuw Tlie Chinese naturally 
do not want anything better than the 
treaty in question ; I)y it they arc per- 
mitted to enter the United States, re- 
side, there- without . let . or hindrance, 
pursue their avocations, make their for- 
tunes, and if they see fit return to their 
native country to eiijoy their earnings. 
But "Jolni" takes good care that he. 
does not extend tiio same facilities to 
the pe9plo of the United States to 
whom, so far as any beneficial result is 
concerned, tlio treaty is absolutely use- 
less. It protends, it is true, to aftbrd 
protection to Aiiicrioan merchants re- 
siding at treaty ])orts, but tlie day is 
not far distant when their occupation 
will bo gone, for the Chinese are rapidly 
absorbing the trade between China and 
the TJnited States, and when that is 
gone what attraction will the "flowery 
kingdom" have for the average Aniei-i- 
can? At tlu^ ]jresent moment too, one 
of the most iniluejitiiil parties in China 
is that known as the "Party of Pro- 
gress," of which Governor-General Li, 
ruler of the Province of Kiang Su, is 
leacter. Governor Li seems to be a 
man of keen perception and is reputed 
to possess considerable administrative 
ability and, what is more important, to 
enjoy tlm full confidence of the Gov- 
eniinent at Pekin. The correspon- 
dent of the London Times ' writ- 
ing from Shanghai refer.'? to the 
projects of the "Party of Pro- 
gress" in the following language; 
They propose to introduce the scienti- 
fic appliances of Europe into China, 
and to develop the resources and wealth 
of , the country by European methods. 
Above and before all, however, their 
cry is "China for the Chinese," and as 
far as possible thoy mean to accomplish 
their ends with Chine.'so capital, Clii- 
uese brains and ChineseJninds. To al- 
low railways to he built with foreign 
capital and under foreign supervision 
Ll holds would bo simply to allow lit- 
tle sections of foreign countries to 
pierce the empire. The Bcliemes which 
Li and his clique of promoters have in 
hand at present are an attempt at a 
monopoly of the coast auil river navi- 
gation by a Chinese comjiany with 
steamers of a foi'eign typej the -opening 
by Chinese companies of coal' mines, 
iron mines, and iron works; the grad- 
ual introduction of railways and tele- 
graphs, and the establishment of a pos- 
tal system on the European model. 
From this it would appear that the 
Chinese mean to rid themselves of for- 
eign readents by respectfully declining 
to have anything to do with them and 
in order that the "Party of Progress" 
may more succcs.sfully carry out 
their schemes the Government has 
promised to contribute capital to facili- 
tate the formation of joint stock com- 
panj^s. The significant fact also ex- 
ists that large numbers of Chinese 
youths are being instructed in the var- 
ious branches of science throughout 
Europe and the United States. Gov- 
ernor Li having thus set the ball rol- 
ling •with his cry of "China for the 
Chinese" why cannot the TJnited States 
keep it in motion by shouting back 
"America for the Americans." It is 
a poor rule which will not work both 
ways, and if Ciiina can. rid herself of 
objectionable foreigners by peaceable 
constitutional mean.s why cannot the 
United States "go and do likewise?" It 
seems, however, that if -Americans-are 
determined to clear their country of 
the Mongol, the only eflectual moans 
of 'carrying that determination into ef- 
fect will bo to relinquish their trade 
with China and return to the days 
when treaties with that Kingdom were 
unkno^vn, and when ports on both sides 
of the Pacific were closed. But should 
the TJnited States desire to do this it 
is natural to sup])ose that China would 
claim her riglit, as a signatory power, 
to have a voice in the transaction. It 
matters not, therefore, from what light 
the question isi. regarded. M.'i'rpm' each 
and every one , it . fairly bristles with 
dilSjgulties which J^he shrewdest and 
wisest politicians have as yet been nn- 

able-.to surmount.

Possibly, while 
it was in tho vein, it might have found 
some beauties in that extraordinary 
abortion; or, if beauty is not to be ex- 
pected in it, tho quartette's journal 
could have, at least, explained where 
the public could- have discovered seven 
hundred and fifty dollars worth of 
utility, or any other quality that would 
have justified the expenditure of tlie 
cash that it has cost. "What about the 
gcntlemaidy manner in which jMrs.

Already the Americans are providing 
facilities for doubling next season their 
cattle export trade, which, towards tho 
end of the season just closed, av(!rageil 
fn o thousand head weekly. Inasmuch 
as tho importation of cattle from the 
European continent into England has 
been practically su])presscd, tho supple- 
mentary supply of meat required to 
feed the people will be drawn from 
this continent, and Canada should not 
fail to obtain an inci'eased share of this 
trade, of which she was the piolieer.

Acciclcnt to a Stoam Propollor. 

Oil tlio lOtli Dec. tlio stoam propeller 
Mary Tayor, 200 tmis register, owned by 
Katz & Co., loft S.-vii Francisco for Pugot 
Sound. When oil' Iluinboldt Bar, tlio 
ve38el encountered rough seas and heavy 
woathor, which caused her soani.s to open 
and leak. The coal bunkers gave way, 
causing the coal to drop into tlio hold ami 
interfere with the working,' of tho piiiiip.s. 
The only persons on boarcl wcro tho otli- 
cors and crow, who endeavored to keep 
her dry by bailing with buckets, but tho 
water cnnio in too font, and it was decided 
to try the Bjrphon. This, for a tiima, 
worked, but soon bccamo choked, and it 
was removed and a strainur, niado of a 
coal oil can, wa.s attached to it and set in 
place again. This drew the water from 
the liold, wiiich had got up to tho tires in 
tho furnaces and c.\tingiii.;hod them. 
When tho water got below tho furnace.'! 
again, tho vessel v.-as headed for ] oi t 
again, but oofore it had gone many inilca 
tho circulatingpnmp broke. Tliis necessi- 
tated tho converting of the engine from 
low pressure to liigh prea.suro. This 
change having been eU'ected, tho vessel 
made its way to San Francisco, arriving 
at Harrison street wharf at olovou o'cloclc 
on the night of the 24th ult. 

Accident. — On ]\Ionday evening last 
Mr. Kobert Foster had his leg broken 
above the ankle. It appears that ho and ' 
another were having a fnondly wrestle 
when ho fell and was unable to get up 
again, complaining that his leg was briik- 
on. His friends did not beliovo this, but 

« thinking that he was perhaps hurt, carried 
him homo and put him to bod. Yester- 
day morning his leg was so badly swollen 
that it was deemed necessary to send for 
Dr. Davie, who promptly responded to 
tho call, and finding that tho bono was 
broken, proceeded to dress tho limb, but 
was unable to set it on account of the 
swelling. This is the second accident of 
the kind that has occurred since Christ- 
mas, and it is to bo liopcd will prove a 
warning to others to refrain from these 
friendly tussles which must, in every case,

A Sod in Pioldo for tho Captain of 
tho Oocanio. 

A matter of peculiar interest, consider- 
ing the almost certain departure of Law- 
rence 0. Hall, tho absconding clerk of 
the London and San Francisco Bank, on 
the Oceanic, is a certain irrogidarity in 
the departure of that vcs.scl already re- 
ferred to, by wliich tho revonuo ollicers 
were carrictl to sea. To prevent smug- 
gling, it hciS for some time post been the 
custom for two oflicers to remain on board 
the China steamers till outside the Heads, 
at which time they are taken oil' in a cut- 
ter. On Tuesday last tho cutter, John 
F. Hartloy, followed tho steamer to sea 
as usual, but noticed that instead of slow- 
ing down, as customary wlien outside, tlio 
Oceanic increased her speed. She was re- 
peatedly signaled, but without avail, still 
keeping on her course. Half an hour 
went by and the Hartley fired a signal 
gun. No more notice was taken of tliis 
than of the former signal, and two more 
guns were likewise disregarded. The 
Hartloy, having no |Shot on board, was 
forced' to give up tho chase, and returned 
to tho cit}% The|action of the captain of 
tho Oceanic is strange in tho extromo, 
and is explained theoretically by tho fact 
that Hall had §20,000 in greenbacks with 
liim. It is a woll-known fact that thcro 
is no [iton.nier fuel equal to a well bestow 
cd greenbaclv, and it is probable that the 
extra blaze and wealth of steam was duo 
to a bundle of currency held under tho 
captain's nose. Tlio matter looks very 
suspicious, and will be investigated on tho 
captain's return. Hall's defalcation is 
stated to be about §30,000. 

Sootoli BaaMssr. 

The Caledonian Bank of Inverness, 

vdiich closed its doors on December 6th, 

was a flourisliing institution uj) to tho 
failure of the City of Gla.sgow Bank. Tho 
Caledonian had a capital of £000,000, 
£150,000 of which was paid up, and on 
which dividends at the rate of l-l per cent, 
per annum had been regularly paid. At 
the end of September the £2 10s shares 
were selling at the rate of ,£7 IDs. The 
Caledonian had been lionestly and pru- 
dently managed since its incorporation in 
1838, and apparently had a prosperous 
career before it when it was brought to 
grief by an oversight which may almost 
be called an accident. A few years .ago, 
a distiller who wished to borrow a small 
sum from the bank gave it four shares of 
tho City of Glasgow Bank as security. 
Tlie Caledonian was subsoriuontly forced 
to take the shares in settlement of tlio 
debt and neglected to sell them. It has 
thus become responsible for the debts of 
tho City of Glasgow Bank, its share of 
wliich takes tlio wliole paid-up capital of 
the Caledonian, with the probability that 
the shareholders of tho Caledonian will 
be called upon to pay up another £150,- 
000 to go to tho creditors of the City of 
Glasgow Bank. A heavy penalty to pay 
for the accident of holding four £100 
shares of tho rotten bank.

On tho lOtli 
of May, 1839, when England was fe- 
verisli with hard times, Chartist and 
repeal agitation and the like, a mad- 
man credit up to tho ganlen ste]is of 
Buckinghani Palace, threatening to 
murder tho Queen, because no 
Protestant should be allowed to 
sit on the throne of England. 
He v.iis promjitly seized by the 
sentinel, and afterwanLs sent to Bride- 
well. Yet another lunatic turned up 
after an interval at Windsor, nnd, 
climbing ovt r the inclosuros, demanded 
admittance to tin; castlo as tho lawful 
King of England, and on the 17th of 
July, in the same year, a commercial 
tiaveller was arrested and .sent to pri 
son for two months for persisting in 
croh-siiig tlio road iu llyde Park before 
the t,>ueen, waving his hand and plac- 
ing it on his breast. A morn serious 
a (lair was the attempt of a pot-boy, 
Edward Oxford, to shoot the Queen 
and Prince Albert on the 11th of June, 
1840.

This 
time the Orangemen had their inning, 
and from Birmingham sent up an ad- 
dress of congratulation, concluding with 
a prayer that Qo(^ would "to 



protect the Queen from "Popish ma- 
chinations." This prayer the Homo 
Secretary declined to present. Francis, 
who had maintained a dogged silence 
as to his motives, was, on the 17tli of 
June, found guilty, and sentenced to 
death by Chief Jiuticej; Tindal. ^. On 
hearing the sentence; whicli was couch- 
ed in the terrible old terms, and iu- 
cludetl being dragged to tlie place of 
execution on ;l hurdle, drawing and 
quartering, Francis fainted and had to 
be carried away. His sentence was 
soinputed to transportation for life. On 
the 3rd of July a halE-wittetl Lunch- 
back named Bean levelled a pistol at 
the Queen as she was p.issing tho 
Chapel Royal. Tho pistol was loaded, 
but did not go ofT, and when the youth 
was caught tho capital charge was 
abandoned and lie was punished for 
misdemeanor. Ho was not caught, 
however, till some time after the at- 
tempt, and iu the interval the jiolice 
stations of Lcndoii. antl tho suburbs 
were filled with hump-backed boys ar- 
rested on suspicion. A few day's later 
Peel's "Bill for tho Better Protection 
of the Queen's Person against Minor 
Oflenders," was passed, which provided 
seven years' transportation or impris- 
onment with whippitig, as (he puiiish- 
iiieiit in such cases. It was eflrctual, 
for it was not till May 19, IS-IO, and 
under a severe stress of political passion, 
that the Queen was again alarmed. 
Tlii.s timo a.s h(!r Majesty was driving 
dowiiiConstitution Hill, at the jioint 
where Sir Robert Peel thirtt;en months 
later was tiirown from his horse and 
killed, an Irish bricklayer named Ham- 
ilton fired a pistol loaded with powder 
at hor. The Hon. William Smith 
O'Brien, uncle of the present Lord 
Incliiquin, had been expelled from tho 
Commons tho day before. On trial 
Hamilton [ileaded guilty, and was 
sentenced to seven years' transporta- 
tion. On the 27th of May, 1850, as 
the Queen with her children and a lady- 
in-waiting was passing out of tho gate 
of the Duke of Cambridge's residence 
in Piccadilly, Robert Pate, an cx- 
Lieiitenant in the Tenth Hussars, who 
thought himself injured by the War 
Oflice, struck her on the head with a 
cane, bruising her cheek and crushing 
her bonnet. He was promptly seized 
by a bystander and handed over to the 
liolice. July 11th he was sentenced to 
tran.sportation for seven years, the 
whipping being omitted in conse- 
quence of Baron Alderson'a belief in 
his insanity, f Since then, with the ex- 
ception of some mysterious rumors 
about a Fenian plot to assassinate tho 
Queen just before her visit to Switzer- 
land ill 1868, and threatening letters 
written by an insane Froiichmaii last 
year, there has been no public mention 
of any offer of violenco to Her 
i\ Taj est v.
